(2) BLOCK PARTIES: Board to consider approval of the following street closings for 
neighborhood Block Parties:

b) 425 S. Lindley – block off Lindley Road between 55th Street and 436 S. Lindley, 
from 3 p.m. to 9 p.m. on Saturday, July 9, 2005.
